The Revolutionists are Forcing Bim The Corn Crop Ha* Been Damaged

Willemstad, Island of Curacoa, Sept. 
17.—President Castro of Venezuela has 
D-treated from Of nm a re before the ad­ 
vance of the revolutionists. 
Venezu­ 
ela's situation is critical. 
Recent advices received from Vene­ 
zuela confirm the dispatches of the As­ 
sociated Press from W illemstad of Fri­ 
day, S* ;»t. 12. 
The battle which, as 
then announced, began Sept. ll, in the 
vicinity of Tinaqulllo, Venezuela, be­ 
tween about 4,000 revolutionists under 
the command of Generals Mendoza, Ba* 
talla and Riera. and the governm ent 
forces of about the same strength, led 
by the Venezuelan m inister of war. 
General Garrldo, resulted In the defeat 
of the governm ent forces, and not In 
a victory for the latter, as was an­ 
nounced In the dispatches from Tor* 
res" Cardenas, the victory of President 
Castro, which set forth that General 
Mendoza's arm y had been annihilated 
Septem ber 8, near Tinaquillo. 
The engagement of that date, as sent 
from here Sept. 12, wail only that of 
the advance guard, and was of no im­ 
portance 
The real battle began Sept. 
l l and lasted four days, after which 
General Garrido retreated on Valencia, 
and eventually entered that city Sept. 
15, with about 2100 men. leaving the 
road fro* for further advance on C ara­ 
cas by the revolutionary arm y under 
Generals Mendoza. Rlera and Batalla. 
The only other government arm y In 
the field is the one which is under the 
personal command of President Cas­ 
tro, who, a few days ago. was at Ocu- 
mare, about 45 miles south of Caracas, 
aud was sending out scouts, looking 
for the advance guard of the arm y of 
General Metos. the revolutionary lead­ 
er. 
President Castro later abandoned his 
position precipitately before the ad­ 
vance of the revolutionists, who occu­ 
pied Ocumare. 
The president retreat­ 
ed from Ocumare to Cbarayava, and 
then to Guayba. about 
four hours’ 
march from Caracas. 
According to the report. President 
Castro intends to move his arm y to a 
point near Valencia, and Join with the 
forces under General Garrido and a t­ 
tack the revolutionary arm y com m and­ 
ed by General Mendoza. 
From al! points are reported deser­ 
tions of the governm ent soldiers to the 
ranks of the revolutionists, and the 
general impression in Venezuela is. 
that the last im portant incident of the 
revolution is approaching.

T H E S T R I K E 


He Thinks the Strike W ill Be ftronght 
to rn Close by sn Agreem ent 
W ilkesbarre, Pa.. Sept. 
17.—Presi­ 
dent Gompers, of the American Feder­ 
ation of I^abor, in a statem ent issued 
here, takes a hopeful view of the strike 
situation. 
The statem ent 
Is as fol­ 
lows; 
“ At this time It Is impossible to say 
exactly when the strike will term i 
nate, but. after careful inquiry into the 
situation at the mines. I am convinced 
the struggle will end by agreem ent. 
The wage-earners and general public 
are generously contributing to the aid 
of the miners. 
It is essential that this 
aid be extended and continued. 
If the 
manhood of the miners is maintained, 
they muRt at least have bread for their 
wives and little ones, as well as for 
themselves 
The declared attitude of 
the presidents of the anthracite rail­ 
roads has not apparently changed. De­ 
spite this fact, I am fully convinced 
the strike will end through an agree­ 
ment with improved conditions for the 
miners and the union m aintained.”

[Tobacco Has Huffi-red Frost sud 
Plowing for Fall Commenced. 
W inter Whest Hewn. 


W ashington. Sept. 17.—The agricul­ 
tural departm ent has issued the follow­ 
ing crop sum m ary: 
The week ending Sept. 15 was un­ 
usually coed 
throughout all districts 
east. of the Rocky mountains.m ore par­ 
ticularly in the lake regions, central 
valleys and gulf states, with an a b 
pence of rain, or only light preclpta- 
Mon in the greater part of the area of 
the Mississippi river, although heavy 
Fain occurred In portions of A rkansas 
and Louisiana. 
Needed rains fell in 
the Ohio valley lake region and middle 
and south A tlantic states, effectually 
relieving the 
drouth 
conditions 
in 
those districts. 
I More or less damage from the frosts 
■et urred throughout 
the 
northwest, 
central valleys and lake region, and as 
far south as Arkansas and the north­ 
ern portions of Mississippi, Alabama 
and Georgia. 
Late corn has been seriously dam­ 
aged by heavy fiosts, but the northern 
qorn belt, more especially to the west­ 
ward of the Mississippi river. 
Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and Kansas 
escaped injury except in the northern 
portions, where late corn was dam­ 
aged. rn Iow a. northern Nebraska, the 
Dakotas, M innesota 
and 
W isconsin 
efrly corn has been seriously injured 
It Is estim ated that more than one- 
half of the crop in Iowa and south Da­ 
kota was too far advanced to be se­ 
riously hurt, but the bulk of the re­ 
m ainder has been badly damaged. 
Much corn has been cut over the 
southern portion of the corn belt where 
a fine crop is assured. 
The weather conditions have been 
favorable for threshing spring wheat 
throughout the principal states. 
The very cool w eather has checked 
the opening of cotton in the central and 
western portion of the cotton region. 
Picking has. however, advanced rap­ 
idly generally throughout the belt and 
as a rule under favorable conditions 
although pickers have been inadequate 
In some states. 
Over the southern 
portion of the cotton belt the bulk of 
the crop has been gathered and in some 
sections many fields are 
abandoned. 
Rains have caused damage to open cot­ 
ton in portions of A rkansas. Louisiana, 
Georgia, Florida and South Carolina. 
Tobacco has been injured to some ex­ 
tent by frosts In Kentucky and T en­ 
nessee. 
The progress made with plowing for 
fall seeding has been very satisfactory 
through the central valleys and con­ 
siderable w inter wheat has been sown 
in 
Missouri,, K ansas and 
Nebraska. 
This work has been delayed in the mid­ 
dle portions of the A tlanta states and 
In part of Indian Territory and Okla­ 
homa.

.'My Dear Sir; 
I have never an­ 
swered the kind notice communicated 
by you and your associates advising 
me of my nomination for the eleventh 
time by acclamation, as the Repub­ 
lican candidate for congress for the 
Third congressional district of Iowa. 
Reported conditions in 
the 
public 
mind In my district upon public poli­ 
cies induced me to make this delay. 
Since my return to the district I have 
made a careful study as to the senti­ 
ment in the district and state, and I 
believe there is no little sentiment, 
and a growing sentiment among Re­ 
publicans that I do not truly repre­ 
sent their views on the tariff ques­ 
tion. 
Believing this condition to ex­ 
ist and knowing that I do not agree 
with many of my people that trusts 
to which I am and have been opposed, 
can be cured, or the people benefited 
by free trade, in whole or in part, 
I must decline to ad ept the nomina­ 
tion so generously and enthusiastically 
made, 
I have devoted twenty of the 
best years of my life to the service 
of my people and country and I have 
fought for what I have believed to 
be be3t for the farmer, the laborer 
and the business interests of this dis­ 
trict and state. 
I ain grateful for the 
devotion that has been accorded me 
and to the hour of my death I wll! 
hold in a grateful heart the memory 
of that devotion. 
I will give later on 
in some detail my views and convic­ 
tions on our conditions and on public 
questions, and will state my reasons 
why the Republican party and Its pol­ 
icies should continue in the confidence 
of the voters of the country and why 
the doctrines of the Democrats should 
find no lodgment in the faith and 
teachings of the 
Republican 
party.

R ecent advices received from Vene­ 
zuela confirm th e dispatches of th e As­ 
sociated Pre.-;* from W illem stad of F ri­ 
day, Sept. 12. 
T he b attle w hich, as 
then announced, began Scp* l l, in the 
vicinity of T inaquillo, V enezuela, be­ 
tw een about 4,000 revolutionists under 
the com m and of G enerals M endoza, Ba- 
tails and R lera, and the governm ent 
forces of about the sam e stren g th , led 
by the V enezuelan m in ister of w ar, 
G eneral G arrldo, resulted in the defeat 
of the governm ent forces, and not In 
a victory for th e latter, as was a n ­ 
nounced in the dispatches from T or­ 
res*” C ardenas, the victory of P resident 
C astro, w hich set fo rth th a t G eneral 
M endoza's arm y had been an n ih ilated 
S eptem ber 8, near T inaquillo, 
T he engagem ent of th a t date, as sent 
from here Sept. 12, was only th a t of 
th e advance guard, and was of no Im ­ 
portance 
T he real b attle began 8ept. 
l l and lasted four days, a fte r which 
G eneral G arrldo retreated on V alencia, 
and eventually entered th a t city Sept. 
la. w ith about 2100 m en, leaving the 
road f r e e for fu rth er advance on C ara­ 
cas by th * revolutionary arm y under 
G enerals M endoza, R lera and B atalla. 
T he only o th er governm ent arm y in 
th e field is th e one which is under the 
personal com m and of P resid en t C as­ 
tro, who, a few days ago. wa* a t Ocu- 
m are. about 45 m iles south of C aracas, 
and w as sending out scouts, looking 
for the advance guard of the arm y of 
G eneral M etos, the revo lu tio n ary lead­ 
er. 
P resid en t C istro later abandoned hia 
position pre- ipltately before th e ad­ 
vance of the revolutionists, w ho occu­ 
pied O cum sre. 
T he presid en t re tre at 
ed from O cum sre to C hara vs va. and 
then to G uayba, about 
four hours' 
m arch from C aracas. 
A ccording to the rep o rt. P resid en t 
C astro in ten d s to move his arm y to a 
p oint n ear V alencia, and Join w ith the 
fores* under G eneral G arrldo and a t­ 
tack the revolutionary arm y com m and­ 
ed by G eneral Mendoza. 
From all p o in ts are reported deser­ 
tio n s of the governm ent soldiers to the 
ra n k s of the revolutionists, and the 
general im pression in V enezuela is, 
th a t the last im portant Incident of the 
revolution la approaching.
